ly ; It s alſo true that none of rhem 
atthat time were inclined to the con-

theſe two ends, one of which was to

Theſe Memorialswer 
com after ſo curious and antifs 
al a manner that Monſieur Deagean, 
who knew the diſpoſition of Moree 
ae Luines, that was already infpite! 
with jcealoulſic by reaſon of the grea 
truſt and confidence that the King had 
pur\in him, caſily judged what would 
be the event. He acquainted hin 
with his thoughts thereupon, and fre:

{uring him,thac it he deſired to remove 
. him, he would not oppoſcit, provided 
that he took care that his Conlciex 
and Honour might not be interelled 
therein.

Countries re-, 
mained in'their o7dinary courſe : It 15- 
true indeed, that the Spaniards in Flan- 
ders had determined-to- renew an old: 
Quarrel by digging a certain Channel- 
over Calax, in thoſe Lands that were 
i diſpute between the two. Eſtates ; 
| but the King oppos'd it, declaring thar 
he would hinder the work by force of 
Arms: ſome Conferences were holder 
on this account by the neighbouring 
Officers on both ſides, but they took 
no effe&t3: however the Spaniards de-. 
hſted fron their Undertaking. The . 
King of Sweden obtained leave of the 
King to levy certain French Troops: 
for his Service, that were. employed in- 
the War, in which he was. then en- 
gaged.

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The Duke of Lorrain, who was a; 
yet only Prince of Vaudemont, reſided 
ſome time' at Court;where he received 
all manner of demonſtrations of the 
King's Favour and good Will, who 
defended him in a Quarrel that aroſe 
* between him and the Count of Sojſ- 
fons, and took a particular care of all 
his Aﬀairs ; infomuch that when he 
propoſed to marry the Heireſs of Lr- 
rain, His Majeſty afforded him his al- 
fiſtance, tho ſome were of a contrary 
Opinion : indeed no Opportunity 
was oftered wherein he could oblige 
him, but he did it affe&ionately, being 
very much inclined to lo72 no. 120%* 
ever, Divine Juſtice hath permitted him 
to be puniſhed for his unparallel'd ingra- 
titude to the King almoſt afſoon as he 
had arrived to the higheſt pitch of his 
power : The D.of Vaudemont his Father, 
who never was well affected to France, 
very early implanted the ſeeds of tholz 
pernicious Principles in his mind, that 
have ſince produced ſuch bitter fruits 
in his Family, and haye at laſt been 
the cauſe of its ruin. 

As forthe Affairs of Germany, when 


the King took on hunfelf the Ada 
| ra- 
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ſtration of the Government -of his 
Kingdom, they were ſufficiently em- 
led ; the ewo Parties, the Catho- 
kck and che Proteſtant, had- already 
haraſſed one another in ſeveral places ; 
the- Duke of Bavaria hoped to attain 
to the Empire, being animated by the 
Counſel of the Feſuirs, who to that 
end had advifed him to engage in his 
Intereſt the principal Officers that had 
ſerved the Emperour, and were lately 
ditbanded ; as allo to cauſe all neceſ 
fary proviſions to be made” for the 
execution of this Deſign. The Prince 
Palatine on the other fide, being ex- 
cited by his own Ambition, and bythe 
preateſt part of the Proteſtants, and 
very much importuned by the Duke 
of Bouillon, ſuffered himſelf to be de- 
coyed with the ſame proje of aſpiring 
tothe Empire, and Low vaſes! it vigo- 
rouſly: Both Parties ſeeing France en- 
Ying a profound Peace, and their 
King ready to mount on Horſe-back, 
to turn the Scales to the fide that he 
ſhould think fic co favour, diligently 
ſought to make an Alliance with him : 
The King's Council was divided there- 
upon; ſome thought it convement that 
G "oy he 
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he ſhould promote. the Enterpriſe of 
the Duke of Bavaria , neverthelek 
without declaring it openly : Others 
on the contrary, , wereof Opinion that 
he ought to remain Neuter, and with 
the Forces that he had in the Field-to 
march towards Meiz , that appear- 
ing formidable to both Parties, he 
might be ready to lay hold on all ad- 
vantages that ſhould be offered, which 
conſiſted amongſt other things in 
counter-ballancing the Houſe of 4u 
fria, that apparently deſigned to exalt 
it ſelf to the detriment of all the Po- 
tentates of Europe; and in caſe matters 
ſhould bedifj poſed to a Peace, in endea- 
youringto become Arbitrator thereof. 
Moreover, there happened another 
occation that required the King's Pre- 
ſence at Metz, an Information had 
been given of the ſecret Correſpon- 
dence between M. d' Eſpernon and the 
Queen-Mother, that was at laſt made 
mantfeſt by her departure from Blow: 
It was known alſo that the Duke of 
Bouillon had promiſed to join with that 
Party, and that under colour of fortr 
tying the Garriſon of Mez,he intend- 
ed to cauſe Soldiers to be admitted 
therein,

therein, to the end that in the midſt 
of the Combuſtions «that he ſaw were 
ready to break forth, * with the affi-: 
tance of them and ſome other Inhabi- 
rants that were at his Devotion , he 
might attempt to make himſelf Maſter:

Gipality of Sedan ;. infomuch that the

Amongſt the Nobility that ' adhered 


tothe Factions that were railed in the 


Kingdom under the name of the 
| G5 _ Queen 
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Queen- Mother, endeavours were uſed 
to introduce the whole Body,or at leaſt 
the principal Members of the Profel- 
_fors of the Reformed Religion, who 
were always very watchful to take 
advantages upon any difſention in the 
State. This was the cauſe that detained 
the King in Pars or the places adja- 
cent, and prevented his Journey to 
Metz, , fearing leſt the Incendiarie 
thould grow more numerous and potent 
in his abſence 
The Artifices of thoſe that favored 
theſe Conſpiracies, and others that 
'made uſe of them to rain M. de Luine, 
and to-get into his place, prevailed lo 
far over him as to perſuade him to bs 
lieve , that every thing that was told 
him concerning them, was frivolous 
and that there were no ſuch Plots 1n 
Apgiration : Inſomuch, that ten days 
before the Queen-Mother went from 
Blow, M. Deageant, who (as hath been 
1d ) had no ſhare in the tranſaction 
Aﬀairs, but remained as yet in 
Pars, according to theidefire of M. 4% 
Lumes, having brought'to him an In- 
formation that he had received from 
a Gentleman of good Credit, con- 
Ou cerning

cerning the defign of this departure, 
andthe manner how-1it was tobe per- 
formed; he deſpiſed it, ſaying it was 
a Dream and'a Chimera : However, 
M. Deapeant Failed not after four days 
were paſſed to give him a new Ac- 
count, that came from another perſoa 
of Quality his mtimate Friend, andone 
that was very well affeted to the 
King's Service, who had hearkened 
to the Enterpriſe, with an intent ra- 
ther to be ſerviceable in revealing it, 
than to do any miſchief; But M. ds 
Laines treated him inthis Rencounter, 
after the ſame. manner as he had done 
in the preceeding, . being - poſſeſſed 
with an Opinion that* had been 
wronght on his mind, that Deageant 
had invented this piece of News to 
procure ſome advantage to himſelf,and 
to. endeavour by this means to recover 
his favour. M. Deapeart had a juſt 
cauſe to be offended, if his affeRion 
to his Maſter's ſervice, and to the par- 
ticular welfare of M. de Lines, with 
whom he had lived in ſtrit Amity, 
had not reſtrained him ; bur preferring 
his Duty before any other reſentment, 
he infited as much as poflidly 7 4 

could, 
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could, to perſuade him to adviſe the 
King to prevent (as he might eaſily do) 
an action that would infallibly kindle a 
Civil War; bur perceiving that he 
could not convince him of the Truth 
of this Relation, he urged him art leaſt 
for his own SECUrity to propound it to 
the Council that was tobe aſſembled 
at that very hour, becauſe otherwiſe 
the Counſcllors themſelves would be 
the firſt that ſhould accuſe him of Neg- 
ligence, in caſe the Enterprize ſhould 
take effect, He-promiſed to doit, and 
at the breaking up of this Council that 
was holden at Parw, he told him that 
all the Miniſters were impoſed on in 
this matter, and that they ought not 
to be any longer amuzed thereby, 
The Gentleman that had ſent the {c- 
cond Adyice, ſeeing that it was not re- 
garded, and being. credibly informed 
of the reſolution that was taken for the 


' - fleparture of the Queer-Mother from 


the Caſtle of Blox, ' with the Retinue, 
Order, Manner and other particular 
Circumſtances of the Action, rode Poſi 
himſelf,to.give & certain account therc- 
of, - thinking that his Words would bc 
more; prevalent than his Letters : He 
* arrived 
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arrived on the Thurſday , preceeding 
the above-mentioned Departure. 
M. D-ageant brought him to St. Gev-. 
man, Whither the King was gone to 
divert himſelf for ſore Days . with 
Walking, and preſented.him before 
M, de Laines, who would not ſo: much 
as hear him, altho he offered co under- 
goe any Puniſhment that ſhould be in- 
flicted on him, if he could not” juſtify 
every Particular that he had averred. 
The Truth ſoon appeared, for on the 
Saturday following, about three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, the Siecur 
de Pre, a Gentleman that belonged to 
the King, and had a Honſe at Blow, 
brought. the News that between Fri- 
day Night and Saturday Morning the 
Queen- Mother-was removed after the 
ſame. manner as had been deſcribed to 
M. de Laines, who was now very much 
perplexed, - being ſenſible thatithis De- 
YEe was principally contrived againſt 
- him, and that the Miniſters of State, 
and the moſt part a&-the other Perſons 
that had difſwaded him from'hearken- 
ing to this Advice, did not bear thas 
' cordial .and fincere Aﬀection to him as 
he imagined. It is alſo certain that 
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ſome deſired to ſee the Queen inveſted 
with. the full Authority that ſhe had 
formerly enjoyed at Court, provided 
that they mighrrule- under her Name, 
as they hoped to do; and that others 
earneſtly! expefted ſme Change in 
hopes to advance'their Fortune, there 
being very' few that preferred the 
Kings Intereſt and the common Good 
of rhe State, before: their own private 
Gain. - Upon: theſe Conſiderations M. 
de Laines began to acknowledg the 
Damage that 'had ' accrued to the 
King's Affairs, and to himſelf in parti- 
cular, by being ſo eaſily induced to 
withdraw M. Dea from the tranſ- 
atting” of publick Negociations, and 
took a Reſolution on this occaſion to 
re-eſtabliſh him ; but having difcourſed 
with him touching his Intentions ; he 
excuſed himſelf altogether, avhe often 
did afterwards, when he' cauſed him 
to be folicired by divers worthy Per- 
ſons, ſome of whom are yer living: 
however he promiſed that he would 
never refuſe te ſerve him in particular 
on any occaſion, when it ſhould lye in 
his power, as he did very advantage- 
ouly even in the accommodation be- 
tween 
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tween the King and the Queen his Mo- 
ther. 
On Sunday Morning the King re- 
rurged to Pars, and cauſed his Coun- 
ciltobe aſſembled to conſalt whar was 
to be done in thisConjuncture. It was 
reſolved that foraſmuch av this was the 
firſt conſiderable Enterprize that he 
had undertaken fince he had taken up- 
on. himſelf the abſolute Government 
of his Kingdom, to come off honour- 
ably and to ſtrike a terrour into the 
Hearts of the Rebels, he ought toraiſe 
a great Army, and to appear himſelf 
at che Head thereof: Thar it was ne- 
celſary to this end to/levy. about an 
hundred thoufand Men, to be employ- 
ed inſecuring the Provinces, and that 
_ thegreateſtpart of the Army that was 
to be commanded by his Majeſty in 
Perſon, ſhould immediately go and be- 
ſiege the Place where the Queen and 
her Abettors ſhould be retired. Ofall 
theſe Forces, only fifreen hundred 
Men under the Command of M. ds 
Maine were allotted to preſerve 
Guienne, tho that Province was moſt 
to be feared, by reaſon of the Corre- 


ſpondence that the Queen- Mother and 
Oy M. 4 Eſ- 
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M. a Efpernon had therein at that time, 
more than in any other of the King- 
dom, 1. 

. \ The King would not declare his 0- 
pinion ttvthis Council, but making, a 
ſhew, to all that. were then preſent, 
that he approved their Advice, he re- 
ſolved toexamine this Aﬀair privately 
and more exaatly than he had done, 
and-to find Qut better Expedients than 
thoſe that had been eſteemed as the 
moſt ſafe, His Majeſty was very ſen- 
ſible that they that, had made this 
Overture, had Intentions that were 
not confarmable to his, for (as he aſ- 
terwards expreſſed his Mind to one of 
his Counſellors) if he had conſented 
to act according to this Determination, 
. he would thereby have given time and 
means to.a growing Party to advance, 
and--to become ſo powerful that it 
would be an exceeding difficult matter 
ro ſubdue-thems in regard the full | 
term of ſix Months: would be expired 
before Proviſion could be made to be- 
gintolevy the Forces that were agreed 
upon, there being then no Caſh. in the 
* Treaſury, nor any way to raiſe ſuch 
conſiderable Sums, but by iſſuing aut 
p new 
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new Editsthat. muſt beenrolted in the 
Sovereign Courts, which would-be an 
Undertaking of -no ſmall conſequence, 
and could nor eafily be performed:thus 
the whole Year would be palledbefore 
this vaſt Army: could be'in- a'condition 
to march into the Field, and the Sum- 
mer being ſpent in making Levies, 
and the Winter drawing near;the King 
would be forced either to treat, or. to 
disband part of his Troops, or atleaſt. - 
to put them in Garriſons, 'and perhaps 
might be'perplexed in taking. other 
Meaſures,” to furniſh a new ſupply of 
Money to maintain them,or to prepare 
them for ation againſt the next Spring. 
In the meantime; itis not to be ima=- 
gined that the Ring-leaders of the Fa- 
Ction, - whoſe Fingers alrcady itched to 
venture on ſome Attempt, would re- 
main idle, or would let flip ſo fair an 
opportunity. to take all manner of Ad- 
vantages. Upon theſe and ſeveral o- 
ther-Conſiderations that his Majeſty, 
often revolved in his Mind, on this oc- 
caſion, he took a reſolution at laſt to 
try another Method, wiz. to endea- 
vour ſpeedily to procurean Accomma- 


dation with the Queen his Mother, by 
s 2 offering 
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offering to her reaſonable SatisfaCtion; 
and fuch as might confift with the Safe 
ty of the Kingdom ; nevertheleſs, 
without neglefting the means, readily 
to pur himſelf-into ſucha ſtate as to 
be able to maintain his Authority by 
force of Arms, .in caſe neceſlity requi- 
red it; -butheintended to do this after 
another-manner altogether different 
from that which had: been concluded 
in the Council: For. inftead of that 
great Army: that he was adviſed to 
command in' Perſon, he purpoſed to 
make uſe of ' M, d# Afaine Governour 
of Guicenwe, who atrthat time was ve- 
ry well affected to his Majeſtics Inte- 
reſt, and had a great Anripathy againſt 
the Queen-Mother, from whom he had 
received an Injury, and againſt M.

-made a.ſhew as if he intended to follow

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iriporting- a command to all, to 
i him to pdſs freely, as' alſo the 
Horſe-tmen that:were ordered to con- - 
dud him from Provence to Gourt, with 
a' Prohibition, forbidding any to mo- 
teſt them, Br fo much as to enquire 
who: they were: 

Notwithſtanding:this Paſs-port, M; 
4 Alixconrt, who very well knew the. 
tethper of the Miniflers, to fome of 
whom he was allied, and doubting 
left this Journey ſhould be made with- 
out their advice, thought fit to ſtop 
his Eminency at Zyons, till he had re= 
ceived other expreſs order from the 
King : But when he had ſhown him the 
very Letter thathe had written to him, 
in Which he ſaw his Majeſty's Hand, 
he excuſed hitnfelf, and ſet his'Emi- 
nency- at liberty, infomnch that in 
a few days: he arrived at Anpenltſme, 
where all manner- of Artifices: were 
practiſed, to cauſe him to be fuf- 
peed by the Queen-Mother : Brit at 
laſt yielding: to the ſincerity of bis 
Counſels and Actions, being alſo aſ- 
ſar'd elſewhere by M: dz Beralle, that 
ſhe ought not to expect that the diffe- 
rence could be compes'd, unicts ſhe: 

H 2 re 
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re-eſtabliſhed him in the ſame favour - 
and credit to which ſhe had formerly 
admited him, and ſeeing herſelf in a 
condition to be compell'd e're long to 
fubmit to any Law that ſhould be im- 
poſed on ker, the Party @& whom ſhe 
had adhered, not being able to pro- 
tect her, nor to reſcue her from the 
Troubles, and unhappy Circumſtances 
whereia they had involved her, ſhe 
reſolved tro bamiſh them from her 
Preſence, and freely to entertain his 
Eminency, who delayed not to find 
-out expedients to remove the difficul- 
ries that obſtructed the Accommoda- 
tion, which was at laſt concluded as 
bath been above related, 
, -Upon the Notice that M. a Alin- 
eoxrt had ſent by the Poſt to one of 
the Miniſters concerning his Eminen- 
Cy s Journey, and the Memorials that 
were delivered to him,. his Letter 
was read in the Council of the Dil- 
patches, where the matter was ag- 
gravated after. ſuch a manner, that 
the Counſcellers, the Secretaries of - 
State, and thoſe of the King's Cabi- 
net were engaged in it, with an 1n- 
tent to excite them all againſt M. 
* Dear 
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Deageant, whom they knew that his 
Majeſty- had employed on this occa- 
ſion: The Chancellor was deſired to 
diſcourſe with him ſomewhat ſharply 
about it for two ends; one was to 
cauſe him to diſapprove his Eminen- 
cy's Journey 4, and to adviſe him to 
baniſh him /ro Rowe : rhe other to 
 perſwade him to abandon M. Dea- 
geznt, who was repreſemed to him as 
guilty of High-Treaſon againſt the 
State, in performing this piece of Ser- 
vice, -At the breaking up of the Coun- 
cl of the ;Diſpatches, the Miniſters 
being departed into the King's Cloſer, 
the Chancellor began to ſpeak on the 
ſubject of his Commiſſion, ſaying that 
the Lords of. the Council haveing de- 
liberately.conſidered the contents of 
M. & Hlincourr's Letter, had judg- 

ed that he that had induced his Ma- 
jelty to conſent to his Eminency's 

Journey, and had prepared the Diſ- 
patch, deſerved immediately to be ſent 
to the Galleys,, withour any form of 
Proceſs or . Tryal: But the King 1n- 

terrupting him declar'd,- that all the 

Proceedings in that Affair, were direct- 


ed according to his order, and for his 
H 3 ſeryice 
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ſervice, and forbad any mention tobe 
made thereof to him for the future, 
under the penalty of his High Diſ- 
pleaſure z infomuch that none durſt 
perfiſt in importuning him at that 
time. It is true indeed, that nothing 
was omitted that might incline M, 
& Laines to ſuſpeR this Altion, from 
whom the King had dextrouſly and 
prudently conceal'd it, till it was ac- 
compliſhed ; and to incite him with- 
out further delay to deſtroy, or at 
leaſt to baniſh M, Deageant for ever 
from the Court, fince it'was apparent 
that alrhough he was removed from 
$he Council, and from the tranſattion 
of Aﬀairs, nevertheleſs he deſifted 
not from undertaking thoſe of the 
greateſt Importance, without giving 
him the leſt account thereof, From 
. that very time the Proſecutions that 
had been raiſed againſt him were 
continually promoted, and never cea{- 
ed fince, tho he retired as far as poſ- 
fibly he could, and demeaned himſelf 
with the greateſt Integrity.” 
M. de Luines was alfo diſpoſed to 
panty the Minifters in this reſpedt; 
ut he forbore to uſe his utmoſt _ 
ll 
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tiſl the Treaty was concluded with 
the Queen-Morther, in which he was 
ſerviceable to him, even as to his 
own particular ; for aſtiuch as it had 
been made appear to him} by certain 
Memorials, and by a Diſpatch ſent by 
ſome of the Counſellers that was in- 
tercepted, that they endeavoured to 
procraſtinate this Treaty, till they had 
found out ſome means to procure his 
ruin and diſgrace, whom they ſtrove 
to render odious to her Majefty. 
| During this Treaty, the Prince ſo- 
licited more earheſly than he had hi- 
therto done to be releaſed from Bos 
de Vincemes, where he was confin'd ; 
tearing left. if the Queen, who had cauf- 
ed him to be apprehended, ſhould be 
near the King, ſhe might alſo give 
order for his Baniſhmenr. The Queen 
on the other ſide, underſtanding the 
Inclination of the Court to grant the 
Prince's requeſt, was apt to to believe 
that if he were diſtriſſed, he might 
oppoſe the Treaty, and prevent her 
Rerurn to his Majeſty. Moreover that: 
which encreaſed her ſuſpicion was the 
extraordinary kindneſs that M. 4s 
Lanes and his Brothers openly pro- 
; #8. felled . 
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feſſed for the Prince, being allurd by 
the fair promiſes that he had made 
to them, and- by the Marriage of his 
Siſter, the Widow of -the deceaſed 
Prince of Orange with the younger, 
at preſent Duke of Channes ; info 
much that the Queen ſent a meſſage 
to the King by M. de Beralle, toin- 
treat him that the Prince ſhould not 
be ſet at Liberty, till ſhe had repre- 
ſented to him by wv ord of Mouth the 
reaſon, that had induced her to con- 
ſent to his Impriſonment ; to which 
ſhe declar'd, that ſhe was not excit- 
ed by any private Animoſity or Paſ- 
tion, but only by the great defire ſhe 
. had topreſerve his Majeſty's Authort- 
ty, Which was now ſo well cftabliſh- 
ed, that there was no ground or fear 
leſt any one ſhould preſume to make 
an attempt againſt it, The King had 
determined long ago to releaſe the 
Prince, and had not deferred it, only 
to maintain his Royal Power, and to 
avoid an . occaſion of offending the 
Queen his Mother ; his Intention be» 
ing to take the firſt opportunity that 
ſhould be offered, to compoſe the 
difference between them, and by this 

means 
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means to remove every thing that 
might diſturb the Peace of his King- 
dom. To this. purpoſe, his Majelty 
cauſed the Prince to be inform'd, that 
hei yds willing to give him fatisfaCti- 
6n7-but that for: the advantage of his 
Afairs, it was neceſſary for him pa- 
tiently to wait till the Treaty ſhould. 
$# be concluded with t he Queen his Mo=- 

ther; and: that: his liberty ſhould be 
obtained through -his Mediation, be- 
cauſe: he deſfir'd: to reconcile them :. 
He alſo promiſed to. the Queen,. by 
Letters and by M. de Berulle, that the 
Prince ſhould-not be acquitted: but up-, 
on her inſtance, and after ſhe had been 
with him;: this was again confirm'd by 
other Letters, anq(as I think:) by one. 
of the private Artigles of the Treaty.. 

Thereupon, the-Queen being aſſur'd. 
of the Accompliſhment of. the Pro- 
puſes . that had. been made to her, 
traveled from | Angonleſme to Torrs, 
where. it was, agreed that ſhe ſhould 
go to, meet the King, who Was ready 
to-receiye-her. with all the Demon- 
ſtrations of joy and reſpect that can be 
imagined; but before he proceeded, he

he had alſo ſecretly procur d his Con« 
verſion, and obtained. a Brief from. 
Reme, the Tenor of which was, Thar 
although. he- were., received into: the, 
Boſom of the Church, yet he was 
permitted to continue the exerciſe of 
his Miniſterial Function amongſt the * 
Proteſtants for . the ſpace, of three. 
years, provided he delivered nothins, 
In his-Sermons. contrary..to the true _

ſer the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per. | This - Brief was granted, that 
the Miniſter. might remain:in.-his Em- 
playment., and. might-, diſcover the 
Pots that were. contrived. in. the 
Kingdom, in. which Office he. per-- 
formed very remarkable Services, M. 
Drageawt , had divers; Letters from 
thaſe that - managed -the Tranfactions

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ter nor more certain Intelligenc 
concerning the Proceedings of the 
Proteſtants, than that which he had 
given them, and which he had re- 
ceived partly from M. de Leſadigwierey, 
bur more from this Miniſter, and {e- 
veral orhers' with whom he kept a 
Correſponcence ; therefore he ſent for 
him, and exhorted him to enquireas 
well amongſt the molt active of the 
Party, as of M. de Leſdiguieres himſelf, 
in what condition he was, and what 
Was the occafion of his being more 
penſive than ordinarily he uſed tobe.

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Maſter in the Lowvre, he then ſaw hin 
in the little Cloſſer, into which he durt 
not enter; but finding that of the Bock 
open, he went into it out of curioſity, 
wherein he had no ſooner ſet his foot, 
but he heard the King's voice, who 
came thither, and-that being ſurpris 
with fear, leſt he ſhould be found there 
alone, he hid himſelf behind one of 
the Tapeſtry Hangings, from. whence 
he ſaw Father Arnoxx, and M. de Lu F 
ines, who were alone in the King spre- 
ſence, declaring to his Majeſty that 
it was very good News that they had F 
lately receiv'd concerning the cert- F 
ainty of the Departure of M. de Ly 
diguieres, that alſoon as he was arri- F 
ved he ought without any delay to | 
be put into the Baſtille ; and thatM. 
ae Loines had ſaid, That it was a Re- 
ſolution taken for the Advantage of 
his Majeſty's Aﬀairs, which there ws 
no probability that he would oppoſe: 
after this they all retired without per- 
ceiving him, and he knowing the Af 
fection that his Maſter M. de Nemours 
bore to him, could not but ac- 
quaint him with what he had heard, 
and immediately received Orders A 
take 
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take Poſt, to give him an Account 
thereof, This Information, that was 
apparently deviſed with an intent to 
fruſtrate the good- Effects that they 
foreſaw would enſue upon the Jour- 
ney and Interceſſion of M. de Leſd:- 
 guieres for the Separation of the Af- 
ſembly of Loxdren on which depended 
Peace or a Civil War, obliged him: 
again to miſtruſt, and to revolve in 
his mind that there might be ſome 
truth in that which they would fo late- 
ly have perſwaded him to be a Cheat . 
in Dawphine: upon theſe imaginations 
he determined to return. M. Deageant 
ſeeing this ſudden change,. perceived 
that ſome new Artifice had operated, 
and having urged him thereupon and 
found the caule, eaſily perſwaded him 
to examine the truth. of the matter,. 
by reaſons - drawn. from the conco- 
mitant Circumſtances, and amongſt. 
others, by induceing him tc recollect, 
that the Cloſet of Books was ſurround» 
ed with Preſſes that were fixed tothe 
wall,the Tapeſtry being between both, 
after ſuch a manner that there was not 
room enough to hide a Cat..

and M. de Leſdionieres, whereof he had

ter were hithcrto kept ſecret, for the 
Reaſons that he had formerly written, 
and have been above ſpecified,  _ 
But inftead of Secreſy, the Contents 
of M. Deageant's Diſpatches were pub- 
liſhed at Court, and the renewing of

extraordinary Merits and Vertue, as of 
his Converfion: The Exgnt ſoon made 
it appear ro what end this Tranſattion 
was divulged, the concealment of - 
which was exprefly recommended for 
ſeveral Reaſons relating to the nature 
of the thing and his Majeſty's Service. 
This News being ſpread abroad the 
moſt part of the Foreign Proteſtant

Cted no means that they thought pro- 
per to difſuade him from changing his

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Religion, nay ſeveral Catholicks al 
aſſured him, that the Propoſitions tha 
has been offered to him were on 
Snares to entangle and deſtroy hin, 
His intimate Friends and Servants,tha 
before only ſuſpected, not daring to 
enquire into this matter, ceaſed no 
continually to importune him, andal 
- being joined together, fo diſturbed his 
Mind, that he remained in doubt,being 
mclined rather to adhere more firmly | 
to the Faftion, than to withdraw him- 
felf from it. Whilſt M. Deageant en-

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Tealouſies of his Enemies who perſecu-

The King was on that day 
a hunting, and I ſaw the "Conſtable 
de Leſdiggieres firſt, who acquainted

for M. de Bethanes, whom the King de- 
ſgned to ſend Ambaſſador Extraordi- 
nary to Rome on ſeveral occaſions, 
and chiefly abour the Aﬀeair of the Yal- 
toline that was then moſt urgent. At- 
terwards | went to ſee ſome of my 


Friends that had free Acceſs. to the * 


King, that I might be inform'd of the 
preſent ſtate 'of Aﬀairs,. and to intreat 
them to lay down' before his Majeſty 
ſuch Reaſons as I ſhould exhibit to ex- 
cuſe me from this Employment: They 
deſcribed to me all the particular 
Tranſattions at Court, and affirmed 
that the deſign of the Marqueſs de /z 
Viexille was to eſtabliſh himſelf in the 
Reputation and Authority that he had 
already acquired, to remove all rhoſe 
that were able to oppoſe him or might 
eclipſe his Glory, to enter into a ſtrick 
Alliance with the Conſtable, by t:1E 


means of the marriage of his Daags 
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ter with the Count de Saxlt, and to 
bring the Preſident le Jay into the num. 
ber of the Miniſters of State, in hopes 
that he might cauſe the Seals to fall 
into; his Hands. But becauſe he fear- 
ed above all things, leſt the Queen- 
Mother ſhould at laſt prevail with 
the King to admic the Cardinal of 
Rich:liew into the Council, and to a 
ſhare in the Adminiſtration of publick 
Negociations, he endeavoured conti- 
nually to render him odious to his 
Majeſty, whom he ſolicited to oblige 
him to reſide at Rome, alledging that

to no purpoſt, for his Majeſty anſiwer- 


ed them thar I did nothing contrary 
to his Pleaſure. 

At this rrme,and at alothers, where- 
in 1 had the honour to fee this Ring, 
be was fo well pleaſed with my Fropo- 


ſitions, 
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ſitions, that he freely diſcloſed hy 
Thoughts to me; and if M. d Efie 
were now living, he would be ny 
Witneſs that. this good Prince did 
plainly make it appear,, that he d&- 
lighted in converſing with me: Inour 
Conferences he told me, that next to 
the Happineſs he wiſhed for, tobe al 
lied with France, he deſired to be re 
venged on the Spaniards for the Injury 
that they had offered to him, re- 
hearſinz. to me all the Particular 
thereof with great Indignationz to 
which he added the Intereſts of hu 
Son-in-Law, who was (aid he) s1t 
were. baniſhed into Holland withabur 
dance of Children. I inſtantly reply 
ed upon this laſt Expreſſion, and a 
quainted him, that to recover the F4

In exhibiting the methods to attain

Rowe 
under colour of vifiting'the Apottolick 
See, where I ſhould treat with the Pope 
alvne, for whom he ſaid that he had 
a great Aﬀection and Reſpet, ever 
fince he underſtood that he had: com- 
poſed Verſes in his Youth on the vio= 
tent Death'of the late Queen of Scor- 
1and his Mother, ia commendation of 
her and of rhe Family of the Staares, 
which he ſhewed to me. He was 
pleaſed further to dectare, that in 
caſe I returned from Rome with his 
Holinefs's Approbation of the ſaid Con- 
vention, he would cauſe it forthwith to 
te afſembled, whereupon extraordina- 
ry. and admirable Evenes would enfue ; 
but: before he proceeded! to ' diſcover 
his purpoſe- as ro-his own Perſan, he

A conſiderable Progreſs being made 
m this Negociation, the Duke of Buc- 
kingham arrived near London, and from 
one of his Houſes wrote to M..d Eft 
that he -was ready to treat with him 
about a new Aﬀair, deſiring him to 
come thither. and to bring me along 
with him : We went accordingly, and 
the Duke,-rold us that the King re- 
membering the Delays and Artifices of 
the Spaniards to hinder the procuring 
of the diſpenſation during the Treaty 
with them, was ſenſible that they 
would, endeavour; much more to cauic 


to be;refuſed-at the ſolicitation of 


France, that he, was reſolved not to 
mcurr the'danger of a ſecond Afﬀront; 
and that for- this, reaſon it was necel- 
tary that the King of France ſhould

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formed that an Abſolunon for Actions 
already committed was more eaſily 
to be obtained at Rome, than aDiſpen- 
fation to do them: Upon this the 
Ambaſſador alledged two Points, firk 
that the King his Maſter had altoge- 
ther as much Power at the Court of 
Rome as the King of Spasn,and ſecondly 
that his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would 
very willingly grant this Demand ;

you have incited me. | The EngliſhCz- Þ 
tholicks having penetrated into the Þþ 
Progreſs that was made, and well 
knowing his Majeſty's Diſcourſes on 
my behalf; the deliverance of fo ma- 
ny Catholicks that were in Priſon, and 
the liberty that I had taken (which 
was a thing never ſeen in England lince
